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New  student  apartments  to  open  in  78

The  concept  of  on-campus 
student  apartments  will  become 
a  reality  next  Fall  at  F.S.C. 


Scheduled  for  completion  July 
21,  1978  are  33  apartments  to 
accomodate  192  students.  The 
apartments  are  expected  to  be

open  for  occupancy  in  September 
of  1978.     - 

The  apartments  will  be 
situated  in  7,  3  and  4-story 
buildings.  Each  apartment  will 
occupy  2  floors.  All  apartments 
have  single  rooms. 

There  will  be  2  double  buildings 
with  8  apartments  in  each 
building.  Other  buildings  will 
have  3  or  4  apartments.  Two 
buildings  will  have  provisions  for 
paraplegics.  Each  building  will 
have  a  storage  area  for  bicycles 
and  one  parking  space  per 
apartment  will  be  permitted. 
There  will  be  a  courtyard  entry  to 
apartments. 

Suite  Style 

All  apartments  will  be  suite 
style.  They  will  feature  5  or  6 
bedrooms  with  a  combination 
living  room-dining  room-kitchen 
area  which  measures  ap- 
proximately 19'  by  15'.  The 
bedrooms  are  square  for  added 
space  and  measure  ap- 
proximately 9V  by  10'.  The 
handicap  bedroom  measures 
about  10'  by  10y2'.  There  will  be 
IV2  baths  per  apartment. 

All  apartments  will  be  fur- 
nished and  will  have  wall-to-wall 
carpeting.  Curtains  or  drapes 
will  not  be  furnished.  Apartments 
will  not  have  air  conditioning  or 
electric  disposals.  Television  sets 
will  not  be  furnished,  however  a 
central  antenna  will  be  provided 
for  students  who  have  sets. 
Stereos  will  also  be  allowed,  but 


not  provided. 

Rent  will  be  approximately 
$950  per  student  per  year.  It  will 
be  paid  in  two  installments,  one 
half  each  semester.  This  breaks 
down  to  about  $100  per  month, 
what  seems  a  reasonable  figure 
for  the  area. 

Students  will  be  responsible  for 
their  own  housekeeping.  There 
will  be  a  centrally  located 
maintenance  office  in  case  of  any 
electrical  or  plumbing  problems. 
A  laundry  with  coin-operated 
washers  and  dryers  will  also  be 
centrally  located. 

Students  will  have  the  option  of 
preparing  meals  in  their  apart- 


ments or  of  purchasing  the  meal 
plan  in  the  dining  hall. 

The  buildings  are  to  be  of  brick 
exterior  with  metal  frame  con- 
struction. The  bricks  used  are 
larger  than  average  size  to  help 
keep  the  cost  of  labor  to  a 
minimum.  Al  buildings  will  be 
heated  by  the  new  power  plant. 

The  general  contract  price  is 
$2.9  mill.  The  Sydney  Con- 
struction Company  of  Newton  is 
the  general  contractor  with 
Glasser,  deCastro  and  Vitols  as 
architects. 

The  buildings  and  parking  area 
will  cover  approximately  2M> 
acres  of  land.

What  price  integrity? 

INTEGRITY,  PAY  AND  BROKEN  PROMISES 

During  the  Spring  semester,  there  had  been 
much  ado  in  regard  to  "Level  Funding,"  equitable 
pay  contracts  tor  state  college  statt,  and  what 
seemed  to  be  a  break  in  negotiation  between  the 
State  and  its  employees. 

Atter  a  demonstration  in  tront  ot  the  Golden 
Dome,  in  which  representatives  ot  both  taculty  and 
student  body  took  active  part,  it  seemed  as  though 
some  concessions  had  been  made  by  the  Honorable 
Michael  Dukakis,  Governor  ot  the  Commonwealth, 
and  a  compromise  acceptable  to  the  taculty  ac- 
complished. 

At  a  later  demonstration  outside  ot  Holmes 
Hall,  the  needs  ot  taculty  were  again  made  public. 
Within  Holmes  Hall,  the  Duke,  aka  Mike  the  Knite, 
was  guest  ot  honor  ot  the  Fitchburg  Rotary  Club  tor 
the  annual  exchange  ot  awards  tor  tatuous  ac- 
complishments and  platitudes. 

Now  that  the  budget  has  been  made  public,  the 
state  college  teachers  are  back  where  they  started. 
In  other  words,  the  promises  made  were  nothing 
more  than  that. 

The  State  has  announced  a  sizable  surplus 
(over  $70  million);  accordingly,  the  usual  plea  ot 
poverty  is  not  a  valid  one. 

In  the  proposed  disposition  ot  this  surplus,  pet 
projectst  tower  over  primary  needs.  Revr  lues  are 
not  channeled  to  programmed  assignments  but 
rather  to  the  personal  whims  ot  the  Governor. 

The  following  is  an  example,  and  is  quoted 
from  "Outdoor  Message,"  August  1977: 

In  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  hunter  safety 
programs  are  administered  by  the  Division  of  Law 
Enforcement.  One  hundred  percent  of  the  monies 
for  this  program  are  obtained  from  the  Fish  and 
Game  Fund,  75  percent  of  which  are  (sic)  reim- 
bursed by  federal  aid  from  the  handgun  tax.  In 
1976-1977,  $177,900  were  available  for  hunter  safety 
program  funds  from  the  Federal  government,  yet 
Gov.  Dukakis  recommended  a  sum  of  only  $34,900. 
Fiscal  1977  shows  that  Federal  funding  for  the 
program  has  been  budgeted  at  $318,000.  The 
recommendations  from  the  Governor's  office  for 
this  year  is  $68,220 " 

In  other  words,  the  taxpayer  is  not  receiving 
the  goods  or  services  for  which  he  has  already  paid 
and  which  is  due. 

On  the  logo  of  a  major  drug  company  is  a  Greek 
temple  with'  "INTEGRITY"  inscribed.  This  is 
further  defined  as  the  "priceless  ingredient." 

The  dictionary  defines  "integrity"  as  "the 
quality  or  state  of  being  of  sound  moral  principle; 
unrightness,  honesty,  and  sincerity." 

In  retrospect,  prior  to  his  election,  the  major 
plank  in  the  Governor's  platform  was  the  promise 
of  no  increase  in  taxes.  Irrvnediately  following 
election,  this  promise  was  voided  with  a  weak 
explanation  of  his  being  unaware  of  the  State's 
financial  condition  -  which  was,  in  fact,  a  matter  of 
common  knowledge. 

At  this  time,  it  is  manifest  that  it  is  the 
Governor's  intent  to  honor  only  such  promises  as 
may  be  expeditious  to  his  own  causes  and  self- 
interests.  *

Teacher  exam 
test  dates 
announced 

PRINCETON,  NEW  JERSEY, 
September  5.  Students  com- 
pleting teacher  preparation 
programs  and  advanced  degree 
candidates  in  specific  fields  may 
take  the  National  Teacher 
Examinations  on  any  of  three 
different  tests  dates  in  1977-78. 
Educational  Testing  Service,  the 
nonprofit,  educational 
organization  that  administers 
this  testing  program,  said  today 
that  the  tests  will  be  given 
November  12,  1977,  February  18, 
1978,  and  July  15,  1978,  at  nearly 
400  locations  throughout  the 
United  States. 

Results  of  the  National  Teacher 
Examinations  are  considered  by 
many  large  school  districts  as 
one  of  several  factors  in  the 
selection  of  new  teachers  and 
used  by  several  states  for  the 
credentialling  of  teachers  or 
licensing  of  advanced  can- 
didates. Some  colleges  require  all 
seniors  preparing  to  teach  to  take 
Uie  examinations. 

On  each  full  day  of  testing, 
registrants  may  take  the  Com- 
mon Examinations,  which 
measure  their  professional 
preparation  and  general 
educational  background,  and  or 
an  Area  Examination  that 
measures  their  mastery  of  the 
subject  they  expect  to  teach.

Photos  focus  on  what  man  hath  wrought 


"The  Campus  Center  an- 
nounces the  opening  of  "The 
Hand  of  Man  on  America": 
Photographs  by  David  Plowden. 
This  exhibition  will  be  on  view 
from  September  24  through 
October  23.  1977  from  2-6  p.m.  It 
is  currently  touring  the  United 
States  and  Canada  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  Traveling  Exhibition 
Service. 

Bridges,  buildings,  railroads, 
highways,  and  ferries  make  up 
the  subject  matter  of  David 
Plowden's  carefully  observed, 
sharply  focused  compositions. 
Plowden  has  broken  down  his 
theme  of  "The  Hand  of  Man  on 
America"  into  five  categories: 
Space.  The  Land   Possessed, 


Habitat,  A  Rage  Upon  the  Land, 
Neglect  and  Solitude. 

Culled  from  a  larger  exhibition 
shown  at  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitution in  the  Fall  of  1970,  this 
exhibition  contains  54  aluminum 
framed  photographs.  David 
Plowden  was  born  in  1932  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Yale  University.  He 
began  photographing  in  1959. 
studied  with  Minor  White  and 
Nathan  Lyons  and  won  a 
Guggenheim  fellowship  in  1968. 
His  books  include  "Farewell  to 
Steam"  and  'Lincoln  and  His 
America  1809-1965".  His 
photographs  have  been  published 
and  exhibited  widely. 

The  Smithsonian  Institution 
published  a  book  of  David 
Haberstitch.  Assistant  Curator  of 


Photography  at  the  Smithsonian, 
refers  to  Plowden's  theme  in  his 
foreward  to  the  accompanying 
catalgo:  "His  theme  -  the  works 
of  man  and  their  impact  upon  a 
continent  -  bespeaks  the  basic 
dichotomy  between  humanism 
and  technological-cultural 
materialism. 

The  photographs  are  imbued 
alternately  with  a  charming 
nostalgia  for  the  decaying  glories 
of  the  romantic,  robust  past;  an 
unabashed  pictorial  power 
stimulated  by  the  photographer's 
awe  of  the  forces  of  man  and 
nature;  or  a  profound  loneliness. 
In  the  tradition  of  much  of  the 
best  documentary  photography, 
many  of  Plowden's  pictures  seem 


to  indicate  problems  which  need 
solutions,  to  portray  the  best  and 


the    present    in    search    of 
prognosis  for  the  future."

"He's  really  good,  isn't  he?"  I 
heard  that  comment  many  times 
last  Sunday  night.  I  was  working 
at  the  F.S.C.  "Coffeehouse" 
which,  besides  featuring  free 
coffee,  featured  a  free  per- 
formance by  Johnny  Moore. 

The  enthusiastic  audience 
didn't  need  the  coffee  to  stay 
awake.

Jane  Miller 
is  no  juke  box

Jane  Miller  will  sing  and  play 
guitar  at  the  F.S.C.  "Cof- 
feehouse," Sept.  18,  1977.  She's 
happy  to  be  returning  to  our  Pub, 
because  here,  she  says  she  is 
never  made  to  feel  "like  a  human 
juke  box!" 

She  began  to  play  piano  at  age 
7,  the  guitar  at  11.  Jane  added 
singing  to  her  musical  repertoire 
last  year,  and  has  been  out  en- 
tertaining on  her  own  since  then. 
I  asked  about  the  "worst  place" 
she's  ever  played.  Her  answer 
was  immediate:  "My  worst  gig 
was  my  first  gig,  at  the  Can  Tab 
Lounge  in  Cambridge.  There 
were  a  few  derelicts  hanging  out 
at  the  bar.  It  was  two  nights,  iust 
like  a  paid  rehearsal.  Once  in  a 
while,  people  would  stroll  in." 

Jane  continued:  "Any  bar  -  to 
me  -  is  bad.  You  feel  like  a  human 
juke  box;  you're  just  there  to 
take  up  the  silence." 
Favorite  Gig 

That  topic  is  too  depressing.  I 
ask  about  her  favorite  gig  so  far. 
Jane's  eyes  light  up  -  she 
responds  enthusiastically.  "I 
played  the  "Folkway"  in 
Peterborough,  N.H.  They  held  an 
"Open  Hoot  Night,"  like  an 
audition."  Jane  had  good  reason 
to  be  proud  of  that  night.  The  club 
owner  told  her  she  had  "brought 
the  house  down."  Also,  a  disc 
jockey  invited  her  to  play  a  live 
radio  show.  The  station,  WSCV- 
AM  and  WSLE-FM,  made  tapes 
and  Jane's  music  got  its  first 
airplay  then. 

To  the  experienced  Jane 
Miller,  F.S.C.  is  "a  good  place  to 
play.  You  get  an  appreciative 
crowd.  You  don't  have  to  com- 
pete with  people  at  the  bar.  I've 
played  in  really  loud  barrooms, 
and  I  wish  I  could  play  in  good 
places  like  this  all  the  time.  But,  I 
guess  the  other  places  teach  me 
what  "paying  dues"  is  all  about." 

Jane  was  greatly  influenced  by 
the  music  of  Janis  Ian.  "I  have 
nine  of  her  albums.  Most  people 
know  only  of  her  "Between  The 
Lines." 

Lessons 


Jane,  who  attended  Berklee 
College  of  Music  for  one  year, 
gives  lessons  at  Dick's  Music 
Store,  Leominster.  When  not 
instructing,  she's  checking  out 
possible  places  to  perform. 
"Bookings,"  she  emphasizes, 
"don't  just  come  to  you.  You've 
got  to  go  out  looking.  The  more 
experience  you  can  get,  the  more 
gigs  you  can  get.  It's  a  lot  of 
work." 

Apparently  all  of  her  "looking" 
has  paid  off.  She  is  now  playing 
the  Happy  Hour  (5-7  p.m.)  at  the 
Holiday  Inn  on  Monday,  Tuesday, 
and  Wednesday  evenings.  Also, 
she  has  upcoming  shows  to  do  in 
the  New  England  area.  Jane  will 
be  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  soon.  A  Portsmouth, 
N.H.  booking  is  on  her  agenda, 
alsong  with  a  date  at  Fairfield 
University,  Sept.  28. 

For  all  her  hard  work,  Jane 
Miller  has  no  intention  of  making 
the  audience  think  her  job  is  no 
fun.  She  wants  to  make  people 
laugh  as  well  as  make  them  enjoy 
her  music.  "I  think  I  radiate  a 
little  bit  of  insanity.  But,  I  want  to 
make  people  laugh,  too,  and  I'll 
do  that  between  songs."  Besides, 
Jane  says  with  only  a  half-smile, 
"You'd  have  to  be  crazy  to  be  in 
this  business!"

Tony  Montanaro,  an  in- 
ternationally renowned  mime, 
had  performed  as  a  soloist 
touring  in  many  regions  of  the 
U.S.  and  Canada  for  fifteen 
years,  had  appeared  on  network 
television,  and  in  the  film  "Art 
is "  made  by  the  Sears- 
Roebuck  Foundation  for  the 
Associated  Councils  of  the  Arts, 
and  in  three  short  feature  films 
entitled  "The  Mime," 
"Illusions,"  and  "Sketches."  In 
1972  Montanaro  settled  in  South 
Paris,  Maine,  and  established  a 
combined  residence  and  theatre 
center.

Montanaro  also 
teaches  techniques  of  creative 
mime  and  theatre  to 
professionals  and  advanced 
students  of  the  performing  arts 
who  come  to  the  center  for 
limited  periods  of  time.
